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1 . Applicant's arguments filed Nov. 1 , 2006 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

2. Applicant states that the proposed amendment was previously examined in 
original claim 4. However, claim 4 was cancelled in the preliminary amendment and 
has not been examined in the present application. Also, the combined limitations of 
claims 77 and 78 have not previously been claimed. 

3. Applicant argues that Rosato does not disclose "high-core speed". However, the 
"high" is a relative term and the Rosato discloses that the core speed is faster than 
along the mold cavity surface. 

4. The declaration by Georg Spilger is directed to the proposed amended claims 
which have not been entered. 

5. Applicant argues that there is no evidence that any of the applied prior art 
provided any means for generating an injection pressure of at least 2,000 bar. 
However, Rosato teaches the pressure loss through the injection unit and cavity and the 
need of pressure to completely fill and pack the cavity. A means for generating an 
injection pressure of at least 2000 bar would clearly depend upon the pressure lost in 
the injection unit and cavity and would have been possible to a person of ordinary skill 

in the art of injection molding so as to completely fill and pack the cavity.
